A  large  portion  of  this  work  is  the  result  of  several  years'  labor  on  the  part  of  the  editors,  in  the  way  of  collecting-, 
composing  and  arranging  music  for  the  use  of  their  own  choirs ;  and  it  is  presented  to  the  public  in  the  hope  that 
what  has  been  thus  tried  and  approved,  will  be  found  acceptable  and  useful  in  a  wider  sphere. 

The  compositions  here  presented,  from  the  works  of  the  best  modern,  as  well  as  old  composers,  will  be  found  to 
furnish  a  great  variety  of  styles  and  effects,  with  more  than  usual  melody  in  the  different  parts. 

In  the  accomplishment  of  this  desirable  object,  we  have  occasionally  admitted  progressions  which  are  not  recog- 
nized by  the  strictest  writers  on  harmony,  but  in  doing  which,  we  have,  as  a  precedent,  the  works  of  some  of  the 
greatest  masters. 

There  will  be  found  in  the  Elementary  department,  the  system  so  favorably  known  as  the  Pestalozzian  System, 
with  such  modifications  as  the  editors  and  others  have  found  in  their  experience,  to  be  improvements.  Copious 
exercises  for  the  practice  of  the  different  Rhythmic  combinations,  also  in  Diatonic  intervals,  are  inserted  for 
two  purposes,  viz.,  to  aid  in  overcoming  the  two  greatest  difficulties — of  Time  and  of  Tune — with  which  the  singer 
has  to  contend ;  and  to  illustrate  the  manner  and  thoroughness  with  which  all  other  points  should  be  practised,  but 
which,  for  want  of  room,  could  not  be  fully  treated  in  this  work.*

PREFACE. 


It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  omitted  Dynamic  marks  of  expression,  as  we  believe  them  to  be  entirely  unnecessary. 
A  great  variety  of  hymns,  differing  in  sentiment,  are  often  sung  to  the  same  tune,  so  that  marks  which  would  be 
appropriate  for  one  hymn,  must  for  another,  be  entirely  changed.  Every  singer  who  carefully  examines  the  words 
to  be  sung,  will  readily  comprehend  the  proper  expression  to  be  given. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Asahel  Abbot  for  his  kind  assistance  and  valuable  contributions  ;  also  to  Messrs.  Greatorex, 
Flint,  and  others  who  have  contributed  to  these  pages,  we  offer  our  grateful  acknowledgements,  believing  that  their 
compositions  need  only  to  be  examined  to  be  appreciated. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

DIVISIONS  OF  THE  SUBJECT. 

§  I.  There  are  in  the  nature  of  musical  sounds,  certain  differences  or 
distinctions  readily  understood  by  all,  viz :  Some  sounds  are  long  and  others 
short  ;  some  are  high  and  others  low  ;  some  are  loud  and  others  soft. 

§  II.  These  distinctions  or  differences  are  studied  under  three  heads  or 
departments,  viz :  Rhythmics,  -which  embraces  all  that  relates  to  making 
sounds  long  or  short.  Melodics,  which  embraces  all  that  relates  to  making 
sounds  high  or  low.  Dynamics,  which  embraces  all  that  relates  to  making 
sounds  loud  or  soft,  thus, 

Rhythmics  treats  of  the  Length  of  sounds.

Note. — Mere  noise,  as  the  rolling  of  a  carriage  in  the  street,  the  position  of  which  in 
the  scale  of  sounds  is  so  indefinite  that  a  corresponding  tone  cannot  be  given  with  the 
voice  or  an  instrument,  has  only  two  properties,  viz:  Length  and  Power,  while  a  musical 
sound,  properly  called  a  tone,  the  position  of  which  is  determined  by  the  ear,  and  to 
which  a  corresponding  tone  can  be  given,  has,  beside  Length  and  Power,  another  property 
called  Pitch,  which  is  the  precise  place  of  the  tone  in  the  scale  of  musical  sound.

§  III.  In  a  succession  of  musical  sounds,  the  tones  are  arranged  in 
groups  of  equal  length  called  measures. 

§  IV.    Measures  are  divided  into  equal  parts. 

§  V.  The  first  part  of  each  measure  has  a  certain  stress  of  voice  called 
accent. 

§  VI.  Measures  are  of  two  general  kinds,  even  and  uneven,  as  one  two 
— one,  two — one,  two,  three — one,  two,  three,  and  are  readily  distinguished 
by  their  accent. 

§  VII.  It  is  common  to  put  two  even  measures  together,  thus  making 
one  measure  of  four  parts.  It  is  also  common  to  put  two  uneven  measures 
together,  making  a  measure  of  six  parts,  the  accent  remaining  as  at  first 
thus  :  one,  two,  three,  four — one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six. 

§  VIII.    The  following  is  the  common  classification  of  measures  : 

A  measure  with  two  parts  is  called  Double  Measure,  and  is  repre- 
sented by  the  figure  2 

A  measure  with  three  parts  is  called  Triple  Measure,  and  is  repre- 
sented by  the  figure  3 

A  measure  with  four  parts  is  called  Quadruple  Measure,  and  is  re- 
presented by  the  figure  4r 

A  measure  with  six  parts  is  called  Sextuple  Measure,  and  is  repre- 
sented by  the  figure  6 
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§  IX.    The  separation  of  written  measures  is  by  a  character  called  a  bar. 

§  X.  .  To  aid  in  the  accurate  measurement  of  time,  it  is  found  desirable 
to  make  use  of  certain  motions  of  the  hand,  called  beating  time. 

§  XL  In  beating  time  a  motion  of  the  hand  is  made  to  each  part  of  the 
measure.  In  Double  measure  the  first  motion  is  down,  and  the  second  is  up. 
In  Triple,  the  first  clown,  the  second  left,  and  the  third  up.  In  Quadruple, 
the  first  down,  the  second  left,  the  third  right,  and  the  fourth  up.  In  Sex- 
tuple, the  first  down,  the  second  left,  the  third  right,  the  fourth  left,  the 
fifth  right,  and  the  sixth  up. 

§  XII.  Let  the  motion  be  with  the  hand  or  forearm  alone,  prompt  and 
decided.

For  convenience  in  singing,  and  to  lay  the  foundation  for  good 
pronunciation,  syllables  are  applied  to  the  scale,  viz  :  Do,  Re,  Mi,  Fa,  Sol, 
La,  Si,  Do. 

§  XXI.  The  first  seven  letters  of  the  alphabet  are  also  given  to  the  tones 
of  the  scale,  with  reference  to  their  abstract  or  absolute  pitch,  in  the  follow- 
ing order— C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  A,  B,  C. 

§  XXII.  The  difference  of  pitch  between  any  two  tones,  is  called  an  inter- 
val, as  the  difference  of  one,  and  two. 

§  XXIII.  In  the  scale  there  are  seven  intervals,  five  larger,  and  two 
smaller. 

§  XXIV.    The  larger  intervals  are  called  steps,  and  the  smaller  half  steps. 

§  XXV.  They  occur  in  the  following  order :  Between  1  and  2  a  step, 
between  2  and  3  a  step,  between  3  and  4  a  half  step,  between  4  and  5  a 
step,  between  5  and  6  a  step,  between  G  and  7  a  step,  and  between  7  and  8 
a  half  step.

There  are,  however,  two  positions  which  the  scale  usually  occu- 
pies at  first  upon  the  staff,  viz : — commencing  on  the  first  added  line  below, 
and  on  the  second  space. 

§  XXXII.    To  decide  the  place  of  the  scale  upon  the  staff,  characters 

called  clefs  are  used,  named  the  G  or  Treble  clef,  fe,  and  the  F  or  Base

There  are  four  kinds  or  classes  of  voices,  viz.,  high  voices  of 
ladies,  called  Soprano,  low  voices  of  ladies,  called  Alto,  high  voices  of  men, 
called  Tenor,  and  low  voices  of  men,  called  Base.    There  are  also  voices  be-

tween  Soprano  and  Alto,  called  Mezzo  Soprano,  and  between  Tenor  and  Base 
called  Baritone. 

Note.— The  parts  called  Soprano  and  Tenor  in  this  country,  are  really  Mezzo  Soprano 
and  Baritone,  at  least  so  far  as  church  music  is  concerned. 

§  LXVIII.  When  the  G  clef  is  used  for  the  Tenor,  it  signifies  G  an  oc- 
tave lower  than  when  used  for  Soprano  and  Alto.

MELODICS.— INTERVALS 

§  LXIX.  Besides  singing  tones  in  the  order  in  which  they  occur  in  the 
scale,  it  is  necessary  to  be  able  to  pass  from  any  one  tone  of  the  scale  to  any 
other  tone,  without  singing  the  intermediate  sounds.  The  intervals  thus 
formed  are  classed  as  follows  : 

§  LXX.    Two  tones  on  the  same  degree  of  the  staff  are  said  to  be  in  unison. 

LXXI.    From  one  tone  to  the  next  in  the  order  of  the  scale  is  a  second. 

§  LXXII.  From  one  tone  to  another,  passing  over  one  degree  of  the  staff 
is  a  third. 

§  LXXIII.    Passing  over  two  degrees  is  a  fourth. 

§  LXXIV.    Passing  over  three  degrees  is  a  fifth. 

§  LXXV.    Passing  over  four  degrees  is  a  sixth. 

§  LXXVI.    Passing  over  five  degrees  is  a  seventh. 

§  LXXVII.    Passing  over  six  degrees  is  an  eighth  or  octave. 

Note. — It  is  thought  unnecessary  to  write  exercises  with  1,  3,  5,  8  of  the  scale,  as  it  is 
presumed  that  the  teacher  will  exercise  the  class  thoroughly  by  calling  for,  not  only  the 
guiding  tones  of  the  scale,  but  all  the  others,  previous  to  singing  the  exercises  which 
follow.

CHAPTER  XV. 

CHROMATIC  SCALE. 

§  LXXVIII.  Wherever  in  the  scale  the  interval  is  a  step,  another  tone 
may  be  introduced ;  thus,  between  1  and  2,  2  and  3,  4  and  5,  5  and  6,  6  and 
1,  intermediate  tones  may  be  introduced ;  but  not  between  3  and  4  and  7 
and  8,  as  the  intervals  are  half  steps ;  the  smallest  used. 

§  LXXIX.  These  intermediate  tones  are  called  chromatic,  and  may  be 
named  from  either  of  the  tones  between  which  they  occur. 

§  LXXX.  If  the  chromatic  tone  be  named  from  the  lower,  it  is  repre- 
sented by  a  note  written  on  the  same  degree  as  the  lower,  with  a  character 
called  a  sJiarp  #,  placed  before  it. 

§  LXXXI.  If  named  from  the  upper,  it  is  represented  by  a  note  written 
on  the  same  degree  as  the  upper,  with  a  character  called  a  fiat  b,  placed 
before  it. 

§  LXXXII.  The  names  of  the  chromatic  tones  are  sharp  one,  sharp  two, 
&c,  or  flat  two,  flat  three,  &c. 

§  LXXXIII.  Their '  abstract  pitch  is  represented  by  the  letters  with  the 
characters  #  or  b  attached,  as.C#  ,  Db~ ,  &c. 

§  LXXXIV.  The  syllables  applied  to  the  chromatic  tones  are,  to#  1,  Di, 
pronounced  Dee,  to  #  2,  Mi,  &c,  to  b  3,  Me,  pronounced  May,  &c. 

§  LXXXV.  The  sharp  or  flat  belongs  not  only  to  the  note  before  which 
it  is  written,  but  to  all  the  notes  on  the  same  degree  in  the  measure ;  it  also 
continues  in  succeeding  measures  if  no  note  intervenes  on  another  degree. 

§  LXXXVI.  A  character  called  a  Natural,  is  sometimes  used  to  take 
away  the  sign  of  a  chromatic  tone.

CHAPTER  XVI. 

MELODICS. 

Transposition  of  the  Scale. 
The  scale  may  commence  not  only  with  C,  but  with  any 


LXXXVIII.  When  the  scale  commences  with  any  other  letter  than  C, 
it  is  said  to  be  transposed. 

Note. — As  letters  represent  the  abstract  pitch  of  tones,  and  as  their  places  are  fixed 
upon  the  staff  by  the  clefs,  their  position  is  not  changed  except  by  change  of  clef  while 
numerals,  as  they  are  used  only  to  represent  the  relative  pitch  of  the  tone  of  the  scale,  be- 
long to,  and  change  with  the  scale. 

As  syllables  should  be  used  only  as  aids  to  good  pronunciation  and  enunciation,  and  as 
conveniences  before  applying  words,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  much  importance  whether  they 
change  their  position  with  the  scale  or  not.  It  is  however  some  assistance  to  the  beginner 
in  the  way  of  fixing  the  intervals  correctly  in  the  mind,  to  apply  Do  to  1,  Re  to  2,  &c. 

$  LXXXIX.  In  transposing  the  scale,  the  principal  thing  to  be  observed 
is,  the  proper  order  of  the  intervals ;  thus,  from  1  to  2  must  be  a  step,  from 
2  to  3  a  step,  from  3  to  4  a  half  step,  from  4  to  5  a  step,  from  5  to  6  a  step, 
from  6  to  7  a  step,  from  Y  to  8  a  half  step. 

§  XC.  When  the  scale  commences  with  any  other  letter  than  C,  it  will 
be  found  necessary,  in  order  to  preserve  the  proper  order  of  the  intervals,  to 
substitute  for  others  some  of  the  tones  which  were  introduced  into  the  chro- 
matic scale — for  example,  when  the  scale  commences  with  G,  it  will  be  found 
necessary  to  substitute  F#  for  F,  that  the  intervals  may  be  right  between  6 
and  Y,  and  between  Y  and  8  Also  when  the  scale  commences  with  F,  Bb 
must  be  used  instead  of  B,  to  make  the  intervals  right,  between  3  and  4,  and 
between  4  and  5. 

§  XCI.  The  letter  upon  which  the  scale  commences  is  called  the  Key 
Note. 

§  XCII.  The  signs  (sharps  or  flats)  of  the  new  tones  required  to  make 
the  intervals  right,  are  not  written  before  every  note  representing  these  tones,

but  are  placed  once  for  all  at  the  commencement  of  a  piece  of  music,  imme" 
diately  after  the  clef,  and  are  called  the  Signature,  or  sign  of  the  key.  The 
signature  to  the  key  of  C  is  said  to  be  natural.

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§  XCIII.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  scales  of  F#  and  Gb  are  the  same 
in  sound,  the  difference  being  only  in  the  signs.  This  is  called  an  Enharmo- 
nic difference,  or  change. 
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Note. — It  will  be  found  a  good  exercise  to  transpose  the  scale  in  the  order  here  written, 
singing  each  scale  ascending  and  descending. 

It  is  presumed  that  the  exercises  in  Rhythmics  and  Melodies,  in  the  key  of  C,  will  pre- 
pare the  pupils  for  all  ordinary  difficulties  in  any  other  scale,  as  the  relations  of  the  tones 
are  the  same,  and  it  is  therefore  thought  unnecessary  to  insert  exercises  in  other  keys. 
The  teacher  may,  however,  think  it  best  to  transpose  some  of  the  exercises  given  in  the 
key  of  C,  before  the  singing  of  tunes  in  other  keys.

§  XCIV.  There  is  still  another  series  of  tones  called  the  Minor  Scale,  the 
intervals  of  which  are  as  follows  : — between  1  and  2  a  step,  2  and  3  a  half 
step,  3  and  4  a  step,  4  and  5  a  step,  5  and  6  a  half  step,  6  and  7  a  step  and 
a  half,  7  and  8  a  half  step. 
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§  XCV.  When  the  major  and  minor  scales  have  the  same  signature,  they 
are  said  to  be  related,  and  the  relative  minor  of  any  major  scale  is  a  third 
below  or  a  sixth  above. 

Note. — The  teacher  is  recommended  to  pursue  the  same  plan  for  practising  the  trans- 
position of  the  minor  scale  that  has  been  proposed  for  the  major.
